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Public Meeting at Paducah in honor of 
Krlg. (.en. Sol. Meredith. 

In pursuance of a brief notice, a very 
large and enthusiastic meeting of the loyal 
citizens of Paducah assembled in Market 
Square, ou tbe afternoon of Saturday, Feb. 
25th, 18<i.">, to express the gratification of the 
community upon the reinstatement of (ien. 
S. Meredith in the coiinuaud of the Dial i k t 
Of Western Kentucky. 

At the suggestion of Mr. P. D. Yeiser, 
Alfred Bratl-sliaw, Esq. was called to the 
Chair, aud F. M. Murray was appointed 
Secretary. 

The object of the meeting having been 
suited by the Chairman, B committee, con- 
sisting of J. B. Husbands, Judge SnunHey; 
James X. Beadles, antl W. A. Bell, was se- 
lected to prepare resolutions expressive of 
the public feeling. I'uring the retirement 
ol the committee, Dr- J. M. Mackenzie elo- 
rjuenUjr recited the services of Gen. Mere- 
dith in suppressing the rebellion; described 
the admirable effect of his poli< v in reclaim- 
ing this District to the support of the Gov- 
ernment; denounced, in strong and tilting 
language, the few mnlignants in the com- 
munity, miscalling themselves Union men, 
who are ilissatished with every thing thai 
'lo. siiol promote their own miserable sel- 
fishness, and concluded by heartily com- 
mending the General's entire administra- 
tion, to the applause of all lovers of justice 
and the country. 

At the close of this stirring address, 
which was received with signal marks of 
favor, the committee re-appeared, and 
through their chairman, Colonel J. B. Hus- 
bands, reported the following resolutions, 
viz: 

1st. Resolved, That whereas, on j*ester- 
day, our community was overwhelmed 
with gloom at the announcement of the re- 
moval of our commander. Gen. Sol. Mere- 
dith, we are to-day in the full tide of rejoic- 
ing because of his restoration to us; and as 
a testimony to the world, we now declare 
thai he is one of tbe noblest of men, antl 
that the masterly manner in which ho has

regard and approbation. 

Sd. Resolved, That we are satisfied that 
the opposition to Gen. Meiedith, originated 
with irresponsible men, who, finding that 
they could not use him, sought his removal 
from command in the hope to subserve their 
selfish interests, and without regard to the 
public good. 

'Ml. Resolved, That a very large majority 
of the Original and true Union men of this 
com inanity, of its business men and of the 
responsible, law-abiding and honest sup- 
porters of the Government throughout this 
District, ardently desire the permanent re- 
tention of Gen. Meredith. 

Forcible and interesting speeches were 
made by Col. J. B. Husbands and P. D. 
Vci>er, Fsq., in advocacy of these resolu- 
tions, which, upon being submitted to the 
Bloating , wan adopted by acclamation. 

An additional resolution was passed, di- 
recting the Secretary to communicate the 
foregoing proceedings for publication, to 
the Federal Union of Paducah, and to the 
newspapers of Cairo and Louisville, and 
than the meeting, in pleasant humor, dis- 
persed.

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Napoleon's Health. 

The various reports which reach us from 
Paris, regarding the health oi the Empe- 
ror of the French, are seemingly so contra- 
dictory as to occasion surprise. We hear at 
one time that his majesty is exceedinglv 
ill— then almost at the same date «K Mt 
mention of his appearance at the Bois de 
ISoulogne or at some grand review or chase, 
and find particular stress laid upon the fact 
that he seemed in the enjoyment of robust 
health. The secret of these contradictions 
LkM in the fact that the Kmperor is subject 
to epileptic fits, that at times he is prostra- 
ted by this fearful disease — but that his 
skillful physicians have hitherto been en- 
abled to operate so speedy a cure, or rather 
to give such immediate relief, as permitted 
the Fmperor to make his appearance in 
public— his Invariable practice, the moment 
BO has sulli' iently recovered. As if by 
magic his attacks become kuown all over 
the city. The people who have a whole- 
some horror of revolutions, dread the de- 
Oeaaeof Nanolaon as the probable signal 
tor one of these disturbances in the French 
capitol; the moment it is known through- 
out Paris that the Emperor is ill, the 
Lrreatest anxiety prevails. You see 
men in groups conversing upon the 
absorbing topic, when, to the surprise of 
all, Napoleon unattended, save by some 
favorite and a groom, rides or drivesthrough 
the city, looking unusually well. People 
who se<» this think they have been hoaxed, 
and in time learn to look upon the reported 
illness of the Emperor as a fable. They 
cannot imagine thai the man as he rides by 
with his usual calm look and his ready sal- 
utation to all, is reality suffering torture- 
that be is under the ii lluence of potent 
drugs; that a skillful application of cosmet- 
ics makes up that healthful look, and that 
in many instances the Emperor relapses 
into long and dangerous fits the moment he 
re-enters the palace. 

These facts explain the contradictory nn- 
ture of the reports we have alluded to. 
Doubtless the same inconsistency will con- 
tinue to be observed in the bulletins which 
will be given out regarding the health ol 
Napoleon, until some day he will succumb 
to an attack more violent than any which 
he as yet endured, and France finds herself 
tossed for a brief period upon the stormy 
waves of revolution. Then wo shall hear 
curiou.1 details and h»ve interesting expla- 
nations regarding the Emperor, and not tbe 
least astonishing will be the recital of the 
extraordinary measures adopted by his 
Majesty to deceive the publis as to his rea 
state ot health. 

Mrs. Carmichael Smyth, the mother of 
the late Mr. Thackeray, has lecentlv died. 
Her first husband, Richmond Thackeray, 
the great humorist's father, died at Calcutta 
iu 1815, when his son, William Makepeace, 
was just four years old. Mr. Theodore 
Taylor, in speaking of the youthful Thack- 
eray, remarks that "the son, after remain- 
ing in India for some time with his widow- 
ed mother, finally bade adieu forever to 
that countrj', aud was brought to England 
in 1817. His mother, who had married 
Major Carmichael Smyth, still survives, a 
lady of more than eighty years of age, 
whose vigorous health and cheerful spirits 
are proverbial in her son's family." Since 
the decease of her son, however, Mrs. 
Smyth has not enjoyed her former robust 
health. His loss was a blow from which 
her failing age would not allow her to re- 
cover. She bad been complaining all the 
summer; and as the winter cold came Dn it 
was plain to her family that her strength 
was rapidly leaving her. Major Carmichael 
Smyth died about ten years ago. 

The Indianapolis School Journal oropoees 
some improvements in the school system of 
Indiana, viz:

5. An amendment to the Constitution 
permitting local taxation. 

6. Sundry amendments to the School 
Law.

and to stop any person traveling on foot or 
beast of burden on which he shall suspect 
than are goods, wares, oi merchandise 
which are subject to duty, or which shall 
have been introduced into the United States 
in any manner contrary to law; and if snch 
officer shall stop anj' goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise on any such carriage, vehicle, 
person traveling on foot or beast of burden, 
which he shall have prob.ible cause to be- 
lieve are subject to duty or have been un- ! 
lawfully introduced into the United States, 
he shall anhn and secure the same for trial," j 
be, and the same is hereby, revived and re- 
enacted; and every such beast of burden, 
carriage, or vehicle, together with the teams 
or other motive power, and all the a r ->ur-!

An Act relating to the enrollment and 
license of certain vessels. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States oj 
America in (\rngrr.s* assembled, Tnat 
whenever it shall become necessary for the 
owner or owners of any vessel of the Uni- 
ted Slate* navigating the western rivers 
and the water* on the northern, northeast- 
ern, and northwestern frontiers of the Uni- 
ted States otherwise than by sea, and 1k?- 
ing iu a district other than that to which 
such vessel shall belong, to procure her en- 
rollment and license, or license, or renewal 
thereof, the same proceedings may l>e had 
in the district in which said vessel then 
shall lie, as are now, or shall then be re- 
quired by law, on application for such en- 
rollment and license', or license, or re. ewal 
thereof, as the case may lie, in the district 
to which such vessel may belong, except- 
ing tbe giving of l>ond and the enrollment 
and issuance of license; and the officer be- 
fore whom such proceedings shall be hati 
shall certify the same to the collector of the 
district to which such vessel shall belong, 
who shall thereupon, on the said owner or 
owners giving bond as required in other 
cases, duly enroll Mm said vessel and issue 
license in the same form as it Ihe applica- 
tion had origiually been made in his office; 
and either deliver the sahl license to said 
owner or owners, or forward it by mail ti- 
the ollicer who certified to him the prelimi- 
nary proceedings, and who shall, in such 
case, deliver the said license to the owner 
or owners or master of the vessel : l'i >>> kmt, 
That this act shall not be construed so as in 
any respect to change existing laws, ex- 
cept in so far as it enables such owners to 
procure enrollment or license, or renewal 
thereof, w ithout returning their vessels to 
their home ports or districts.

Why 

The nutriment afforded to animals by 
seeds and roots depends upon the rupture 
of all the globubles which constitute their 
mcHl or tlour. These globubles vary in 

different roots, tubes, and seeds. Th 

potato starch, tor instance, are usually from 
fifteen ten-thousandths to the four-thou- 
sandth part of an inch; those of wheat 
rarely exceed the two-tho"sandth part of 
an inch, and so on. From experiments 
made on these globubles by M. Kapsail, 
the author of "Organic Chemistry," and M. 
Biot, of the French Academy of Seii nces. 
the following conclusions have been drawn: 

L That the globubles constituting meal, 
tlour, and starch, whetbt^r contained in 
grain or roots, arc incapable of affording 
any nourishment its animal food until they 
are broken. 

'2. That no mechanical methoil of break- 
ing or grinding is more than partially effi- 
cient. 

0. That the most efficient means of break- 
ing the globule is by heat, by fermeuta- 
tion, or by the chemical agency of acids or 
alkalies. 

1. That the dextrine, which is the kernel, 
as it \v*re, of each globule, is alone soluble, 
and therefore alone nutritive. 

T>. That the shells ol the globules, when 
reduced to fragments by mechanism or 
heat, are therefore not nutritive. 

ii. That though the fragments of these 
shells are not nutritive, they are indispen- 
sable to digestion, either from their distend- 
ing the stomach or from some other cause 
not understood; it having been found by 
experiment that concentrated nourishment, 
such as sugar or essence of beef, cannot 
long sustain life without some mixture of 
coarser or less uutritive food. 

7. That the economical preparation of all 
food containing globules or fecula consists 
in perfectly breaking the shells, and ren- 
dering tho dextrine contained in them 
soluble and digestible, while the fragments 
of the shells are at the same time renderetl 
more bulky, so as tho more readily to till 
the stomach.

Jerome Clark, alias Sue Mnndy, expiated 
the many crimes of which he was notori- 
ously guilty, on the gallows yesterday af- 
ternoon. The execution took place on the 
open space on liroadway, between Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth streets. His trial 
and execution followed swiftly upon his 
capture. It was not till about noon yester- 
day that it became known that the execu- 
tion was to take place, and it did not be- 
come Rcnerallj* known at all, wo ljelieve. 
throughout the city. Humors were rife 
yesterday morning that Mundy was to be 
hanged, but it was not till about noon that 
Col. Dill received the order for his execu- 
tion from headquarters of the lH-purtment 
. t Kentucky. CspU Swope, Provost Mar- 
shal, w:ts charged by Col. Dill, with the 
duty of currying out the order for the exe- 



ration and the source of such success as he 
had as a leader. He loved ambush, and 
enjoyed the terror he evoked, and herein 
lay whatever strength he had. It is not a 
little remarkable that a person ol such in- 
different mental endowment should acquire 
no much no toriety.

The gallows had b. en erected hastily. 
The trap door was held in its place by an 
upright prop, to which there was a rope at- 
tached running along the ground some dis- 
tance from the gallows. The trap m hi 
by a sudden jerk of this rope. The 
■H got out of the carriage and 
the gallows accompanied by his 
spiritual adviser, Capt. Swope, Provost 
Marshal, and Oaf*. Carter, Assistant P re- 
peal Marshal. His legs were manacled, 
hut there was play enough in the chain to 
allow him to walk with ease; his arms were 
free. He didn't betray any strong emo- 
tions but he seemed to realize fully the 
awful doom that awaited him, and his Ufa 
were constantly in motion as if silently 
praying. He was placed upon the trap 
door, and the manacles were taken from 
his leet. His arms were pinioned and his 
legs securely bound with ropes. A fervent 
prayer was made by the Kev. Mr. Talhot. 
( apt. Swope then read the findings and 
senten.-e (.1" the Military Commission, con- 
1> inning .Jerome Clark to be hung by the 
neck till dead, aud asked the doomed man 
if he had auvthiug to say. After a little 
hesitation he said that he had been a Con- 
federate soldier for nearly four years. He 
was under Jhiokner at Fort Donelson, and 
had been in other battles. He said he had 
taken a great many prisoners, and had al- 
ways treated them aa men; and that he 
BMdi prove that he was a regular Coufed- 

around his neck, and the white cap drawn 
down over his face, and the next moment 
the trap fell and Jerome Clarke was launch- 
■ d into eternity. The fall evidently did not 
bMSh his neck; he struggled very violent- 
ly for about five minutes. After twenty

Just before the body was cut down, the 
• -rowd was suddenly startled by hearing 
tiring in thedirection of the Military Prison.

Notwithstanding the fact that it was not 
generally known thai the execution was 
certainly to take place, there was a large, 
motley crowd of |>eople at the military 
prison by two o'clock, eager to catch a 
gliiupse of the doomed man as be passed 
from the prison. From abjut one o'clock 
t lie crowd began to ga-tber on the open lot, 
in the center of which the gallows had been 
erected. Streams of |>eople from the seve- 
ra' streets ivsuin^ ii|»on the grounds added 
constantly to the l«ulk of the crowd; aud 
when the appointed hour approached for 
ib<- cx« < uii"U to take place, there was a 
vast concourse of |ieople, in which was no 
inconsiderable sprinkling of women, a>- 
se in bled to witness the solemn spectacle. A 
hollow s-juare, euclosiuz about an acre, 
bad been formed around the gallows, by- 
soldiers on detached service here. The:ioth 
Wisconsin infantry, on provost duty at this 
jK>8t, escorted the unhappy victim of his 
own crime to the place of execution. At 
fifteen minutes before the appointed hour, 
the sound of drums and fifes announced 
the approach of the cortege. 

AI'l'KARAM'K OK THE I'RlsOXKH. 

The culprit rode in a hack, accompanied 
by the Lev. Mr. Talbott Episcopalian) his 
spiritual adviser, and another gentleman 
whose name we did not learn. As the 
carriage halted at the foot of the gallows, 
an c.'iu'i-r t-rowd pressed up to it to get a 
glimpse of one of the most wanton, active, 
cruel, and remorseless highwaymen that 
ever atllictcd peaceful communities. He 
sat leaning slightly forward, his face bent 
d' »w uwards. and bis lips in rapid, silent mo- 
tion. His eye-lids were red and a little 
swolen: tears were running, and he had 
frequent occasion to use his handkerchief. 
We learn that he had l>een in this softened, 
shrinking mo- d during the whole day. 
Whether it was really a penitent or only a 
craven spirit we are unable to say. Suffice 
it to say that the nerve and coolness, the 
nonchalance with which he was wont to 
•»hoot down unarmed and helpless meu 
completely forsook him when the King of 
"terrors stared hiiu in the face. He ap- 
proach* ! his .loom neither as a martyr, nor 
a bravado, nor yet we fear as a contrite sin- 
ner. But we will not judge him. It was 
an impn-ssive sight to see such a reckless 
and malignant murderer so utterly cowed 
and broken when the doom he had courted 
came upon him. 

A delay of some ten minutes occurred be- 
fore the party alighted from the carriage, 
during which the culprit coutinued in the 
attitude aud occupa; alluded to. He 
took no notice of the crowd gazing at him 
or of the |»ersons sitting with him. He was 
dressed in dark, cheek pants of uniform 
color, a dark-blue roundabout fastened with 
■ single row of brass buttons, a black vel- 
\et cap fitting close to his head, and a pair 
of bronzed and tattered boots. 

His personal appe arance was singularly 
youthful, aud the first impression be makes 
is that of a person below the average stature. 
This is illusory, however. He was not less 
than 5 feet 10 inches iu bight, and possessed 
a powerfully muscular frame. Hut there 
was no waste material in it; not an ounce of 
superfluous fat. His head was small, and 
also the features of his fac?. These facts, 
added to his clean-shaven, youthfnl appear- 
and, dourxless occasioned the impression 
of his being under size. He had long, slight- 
ly-curling dark-brown hair, small dark 
eyes near together, eye-brows touching a 
straieht nose, pointed and tending the least 
grain upwards at the end: a broad mouth, 
drawn down at the corners, and lips singu- 
larly expressive of vindictive passion. All 
his face wore the marksof evil and malicious 
rather than animal pa<«sious. There was 
something feline, sinister, almost serpen- 
tine in his look. It was a sort of Malay- 
pirate expression. He was an illiterate

Reliable evidence has reached these head- 
quarters that emissaries of the rebel Gov- 
ernment are engaged in recruiting for their 
exhausted armies in the State of Kentucky. 
Appeals are again made to the young men 
of the State to disregard their duty and 
risk their lives and honor in a wrecked and 
desperate cause, while men who have de- 
serted the rebel service and are now peace- 
ably at their homes are required to rejoin 
their commands, again encounter the perils 
of trea-son under the threatened penalty of 
betrayal to the Federal authorities, who, 
I hey are taught to believe, will treat them 
as outlaws and guerrillas. 

To counteract these efforts to mislead the 
men who have, iu good faith, deserted the 
rel)el service, all deserters from the rebel 
armies, now in this Department, will, with- 
in thirty days from date, report themselves 
to the Provost Marshal of the county in 
which they reside for registry. And all 
persons who may hereafter desert from the 
rebel armies and come into this Depart- 
ment will, within five days alter their ar- 
rival report themselves for the same pur- 
pose. 

Provost Marshals will receive the report 
of all persons presenting themselves under 
this order, will register the name, ape, resi- 
dence, and the particular military organi- 
zation from which they have ' deserted.

Cltlzens and Denizens Offending to be 
Imprisoned— Non Resident Aliens to be 
Sent Out of the Country. 

Washif.<;ton'. March 15. — Department of 
Siate, Washington, March 12, 1866: The 
President dire -ts that all persons who are 
now or hereafter shall be found within the 
I'nited States vho have beeu holding Inter- 
course or trade with the insurgents of the 
I nited States, if they are citizens of the 
I 'nited States or domiciled aliens, be arrest- 
ed aud held as prisoners of war until the 
war shall close, subject nevertheless 
to prosecutioi:, trial and conviction for 
any offense committed by them as spies or 
otherwise against the laws of war. The 
President further directs that all non-resi- 
dent foreigners who arc or who hereafter 
shall be found in the United States, who 
have been of s.iall have been engaged in 
violating the blockade of the insurgent 
ports, shall leave the United States within 
\- days from the publication ol this order, 
or from their subsequeut arrival iu the 
United Stales II on the Atlautic side, and 
fort y days if on the Pacific side of the coun- 
;rv; and such persons shall not return to 
the United States during the continuance 
of tne war. 

Provost Marshals and Marshals of the 
I'nited States will arrest and commit to 
military custody all such offenders as shall 
disregard this omer, whether they have 
passports or not, and they will be detained 
IB ( u>tody till th* end of the war, or till 
discharged by a subsequent order of the 
President.

The Rebel Prisons. 

The Salisbury Prison— Horrible Suffer- 
ing* af our Bey a— Deaths in Three 
Heaths nearly Six Thousand— Citizens 
to be exchanged — Souttiern CuioiiLts 
}o Remain. 

Baltimore, Mareh 15.— Capt. McDonald, 
of lightship at Smith's Point, who was cap- 
tured nearly a year since by the rebels, has 
just returned home after a long imprison- 
ment at Salisbury, N. C He fully con- 
firms previous accounts of the horrors of 
the rebel prisons. He learned from one of 
the corporals who had charge of the matter, 
that from the 10th of October to the 1st of 
.Jauuary, 5 S 75 of our men died out of the 
10,000 imprisoned there. He says the phy- 
sician of Salisbury volunteered their ser- 
vices to attend the hospital, and showed ev- 
ident sympathy for the sufferers— Mag 
what little they could, indicating that they 
were in heart Unionists, but the rebel of- 
ficers would permit nothing to be done to 
mitigate their sufferings. Patients with 
typhoid feyer and other diseases, with 
scarcely a rag to cover their nakedness, 
were laid upon the bare floor of some 
wretched work-shop, which was used as a 
hospital. Sometimes a little straw or other 
litter was obtained for the sick, but such 
was the accumulation of filth, and the want 
of nourishing food, that death was only re- 
lief for the sick. Thousands of our men, 
dying of hunger, lay out night after night 
w ithout shelter, ami nearly naked, through 
biting cold, frosts aud cold rains. In the 
language of Captain McD., "the horrors of 
the place can never be written, and scarce- 
ly M credited when read." 

New York, March 15. — A citizen pris- 
oner, released from Salisbury, says that 
arrangements have been made for the re- 
lease of all citizen prisoners of the North 
now held in the South. The rebels hold 
many Southeru Union men, some of whom 
have been in prison for three years, under- 
going severe treatment. Our 'Government, 
in effecting the recent exchange, is said to 
have made no demand for the release of 
these men, and they are thus doomed to a 
hopeless captivity.

FoKT Haass Mosrok, March 14.— The 
hteumrr Champion arrived here this morn- 
ing from Wilmiugion on the loth, bringing 
the first deiinite intelligence respecting 
Sherman and his forces. On the morning 
oftbelltb scouts from Sherman reached 
Wilmington v. ith news that his army had 
reached Fayetteville, North Carolina, and 
were camped in its immediate vicinity, 
.(uietly resting preparatory to another march 
northward. 

Nkvbkrn, N. ('.. March 12.— Yesterday 
the enemy fell back across the Neuse river, 
niter burning the bridge across that stream. 

It i* also reported that they burned the 
rebel ram at the same time, which was 
guarding the bridge. Timber is now being 
lorwarded to rebuild the bridge, 
mud is completed to within a short 
of the river, opposite Kingston. 

The enemy will not be able to remain in 
-i.»n long, even if they decide to make 
another stand, of wf 
doubt. Deserters and 
come into our lines. 

General Sherman has opened communi- 
cation with Wilmington from Fayeiteville, 
and sends word tbat he is all right, and 
marching on.

side of the Neuse river, and they are now 
on Mm north side of the river, with the 
bridge that crosses over to Kingston par- 
tially burned. 

The much talked of ram Neuse was also 
partially destroyed. Our forces followed 
ih in up vigorously, and will doubtleaspre- 
paiv to cross over the river st once bv 
means of a |>ontoon bridge or by relaying 
new timbers over the old bridge for the cars 
to iiass over. 

We apprehend that there will be no dilli- 
ciilty now in driving the reltels back from 
any point where they may see lit to lake a 
stand.
